PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December  19&5. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  fifty  one, 
representing  a decrease  of  fifteen  from  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  There  were  two  registered  stillbirths,  but  no  infant  was  registered 
as  having  died  before  reaching  the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died  as 
a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  seventy,  an  increase  of  fifteen 
over  the  figure  for  1 9 64.  Nineteen  people  died  of  heart  disease,  eighteen 
of  1 stroke 1 and  twelve  of  cancer. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  19&5- 
As  in  1964  only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified,  and  no  one 
died  of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a comprehensive  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

S AMT  ARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
1.  WATER 


The  Borough  derives  its  mains  water  supply  from  two  local  souroe^ 
Crugefa  and  Bryn.  These  sources  are  augmented  by  the  Teifi  Pcols  supply. 
All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  The  Water  Board  completed  the  following 
new  v.  orks  during  the  year  : -

PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS 


There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough. 
2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Routine  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  all 
existing  sewers.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of  maintenance  to  flap  valves 
to  the  main  sewer  outfalls.  Considerable  time  was  also  spent  on  the 
maintenance  of  a number  of  storm  water  culverts. 
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The  arrangements  for  sev;erage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
Borough  are  considered  adequate  - built-up  parts  being  served  by  a 
water  carriage  system  whilst  outlying  dwellings  are  served  by  septic  tank 

Following  a number  of  meetings  with  the  Cemaes  Rural  District 
Council  agreement  was  reached  on  a joint  disposal  scheme  which  would 
include  the  whole  of  St  Dogmaels.  The  respective  Consultants  are  now 
co-operating  in  the  preparation  of  a joint  scheme. 

G-reenfield  Square  Redevelopment 

A scheme  r or  redevelopment  in  the  G-reenfield  Square  area  to 
provide  a municipal  car  park,  including  culverting  a section  of  the 
Mwldan  Brook  was  approved  by  the  Jhief  Road  Engineer,  Welsh  Office, 
Cardiff  in  October. 

3.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES

Despite  regular  maintenance  and  cleaning,  there  is  much  misuse 
of  the  facilities  provided  in  the  various  public  conveniences.  A 
considerable  amount  of  damage  was  caused  to  the  various  conveniences 

during  the  year. 

K.  POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS,  ETC. 

As  a result  of  a number  af  informal  notices,  there  was  a marked 
reduction  in  the  practice  of  depositing  refuse  in  various  watercourses. 
There  are  no  offensive  trades  within  the  Borough. 


5.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


A number  of  dwellings  were  converted  to  a water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 

A number  of  dwellings  were  also  provided  with  bathrooms  and 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  - the  work  in  most 
instances  being  grant  aided  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958  as  amended  by  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  Housing 
Act  1961 , and  Housing  Act,  19&A. 
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During  the  year,  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out 
to  sanitary  accommodation  in  catering  establishments  and  also 
in  licenced  premises.  The  work  was  required  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A refuse  collection  service  is  provided  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  using  direct  labour  and  mechanical  transport. 

Collection  is  made  twice  weekly  in  all  the  built-up  areas  and  once 
a fortnight  in  the  outlying  areas.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactoiy 
and  the  work  well  organised.  Despite  regular  collection,  however, 
persons  still  persist  in  depositing  refuse  in  streets  and  open  spaces. 

The  practice  of  depositing  car  bodies,  particularly  in  the 
Lower  Mwldan  area,  has  become  increasingly  prevalent.  Whilst  Section 
34  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  gives  the  Council  power  to  remove 
from  vacant  sites  any  accumulations  of  rubbish  (including  metal) 
which  are  seriously  detrimental  to  amenities  - there  is  the  problem 
of  disposal  of  these  derelict  vehicles  - particularly  as  there  is  iw. 
accommodation  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip  site. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public  Hea 
Act,  1936  requiring  owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  suitable  regulation 
dustbins.  All  manner  of  receptacles  are  being  employed  and  refuse 
and  garbage  are  often  blown  about  whilst  awaiting  collection 

The  Council  was  made  aware  c f the  increasing  difficulties  in 
maintaining  an  efficient  street  cleansing  service,  due  mainly  to 
labour  problems,  and  following  demonstrations,  the  Council  resolved 
that  consideration  be  given  to  acquiring  a power  operated  street  sweep 

A contribution  towards  the  cost  of  street  cleansing  is  made 
by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  main  roads. 

Trade  Refuse 


In  June,  the  Council's  attention  was  drawn  to  the  considerable 
amount  of  trade  refuse  estimated  in  the  region  of  600  tons  annually 
which  was  collected  from  business  premises  in  the  twon,  and  for  which 
no  collection  charge  was  made.  The  Council  was  reminded  of  its  duty 
under  Section  73  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  to  make  reasonable 
charges  for  collecting  trade  refuse. 

A warning  was  given  that  the  Council’s  tipping  site  at  Cwmprice 
could  be  expended  in  approximately  3 years  and  the  Council  would  be 
faced  with  the  problem  of  finding  a suitable  alternative  site. 
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7.  HOUSING- 


The  Scheme  for  54  dwellings  and  31  garages  at  Maesglas 
was  completed  early  in  September.  By  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of 
14  No.  bungalows  forming  part  of  the  permanent  development  at 
Maeshenffordd  had  been  completed  and  •ccupied. 

This  now  brings  the  total  number  of  Council  dwellings  to  353. 

The  Council  resolved  that  additional  land  comprising  apprcximately 
2.52  acres  at  Cnwcydintir  be  acquired  for  development. 

The  site  is  to  be  developed  as  fallows 


Greenfield  Now  and  Ridgeway  Lstates 

Schemes  were  prepared  for  modernizing  the  above  28  No  dwellings 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £4, 200.  The  improvements  consist  of 

1.  Provision  of  points  for  lighting  to  replace  the 
existing  gas  lighting 

2.  Provision  of  wash  hand  basin  in  bathroom  with  hot  and 
cold  water  over. 

3.  Replacement  of  obsolete  Dalecast  fires. 

4.  Provision  of  means  of  cooking  (gas  or  electricity  cooker) 

5.  Provision  of  proper  washing  facilities  t*  replace 
existing  slop  sinks.

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8.  HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 

Section  30  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958 
gives  the  Council  discretionary  power  to  make  grants  up  to  a 
maximum  of  £400  (or  half  the  cost  of  approved  work,  v/hichever  is 
the  less),  towards  the  cost  of  improving  dwelling  houses. 

One  application  for  discretionary  grant  was  received  during 

1965. 

9.  HOUSF  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT  1959 


Under  Section  4 of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959, 
the  Council  is  obliged  to  make  grants  to  house  owners  and  certain 
lec seholders  up  to  a maximum  of  £155  for  installing  five  basic 
improvements,  viz.  bath.,  wash-hand  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water 
system,  and  food  store. 

Applications  were  approved  during  1 9^5  in  respect  of  2 dwellings 
and  grants  awarded  totalled  £270.. 

10.  --DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  of  dwellings  following  infectious  disease  was 
carried  out  in  6 dwellings. 

11 . DISINFESTATION 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  12  premises  during  the  year 
for  the  eradication  of  bugs,  cockroaches  and  ants. 

12.  PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  licensing  and  super- 
vision of  petroleum  storage  installations.  Under  the  above  Act, 
no  person  may  store  petroleum  spirit  in  excess  of  the  quantity 
prescribed  unless  a licence  has  been  granted  by  the  Borough  Council 

In  1965,  21  such  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  which 
fees  amounting  to  £15.  5s.  Od.  were  collected. 

13.  SCHOOLS 

The  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply  for  the  schools 
are  satisfactory. 

14.  MORTUARY  FACILITIES 


The  Council  owns  a single  storey  one  roomed  mortuary  at  the 
Cemetery.  The  Building  is  equipped  with  a cold  water  supply  and 
lighting  is  by  Calor  Gas.

The  scheme  to  extend  the  burial  ground  at  the  cemetery  was 
commenced  in  May  and  completed  in  August.  The  new  area  provides  230  burial 
spaces  which  will  cover  a period  of  approximately  15  years. 

15.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAG-E  BY  P^STS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employs  a part-time  Rodent  Operator.  Sewer 
treatment  involving  baiting  of  approximately  79  manholes  is 
carried  out  twice  a year,  and  the  sewers  remain  almost  free  of 
infestation

ANNUAL  Ri-.PORT 


Introduction  : - 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  is  the  first 
legislation  ever  introduced  to  give  Local  Authorities  powers  of  control 
over  Offices.  All  other  premises  covered  by  the  Act  including  Shops  and 
catering  establishments  have  been  subject  for  many  years  to  direct  legis- 
lation both  by  Acts  of  Parliament  and  specific  regulations.  Thus  it  is 
understandable  that  the  Act  is  sometimes  knows  as  "The  office  workers 
charter".  The  Act  is  a further  example  of  modern  welfare  legislation, 
in  so  much  that  it  is  wholly  concerned  with  the  conditions,  under  which 
office  workers  and  shop  assistants  have  to  work.  Similar  provisions  are 
enforced  by  the  Factories  Act,  1961  and  both  these  acts  might  be  said  to  be 
an  outcome  of  the  now  generally  accepted  realisation  of  the  important 
relationship  between  efficiency  of  workers  and  their  working  conditions. 

This  should  not  be  misconstrued  as  being  a selfish  attitude  by  Parliament, 
especially  in  these  economically  troubled  days,  but  it  should  be  realised 
that  for  far  too  long  office  workers  especially  have  worked  under  conditions 
that  can  only  be  described  as,  truly  "Dickensian".  This  fact  has  been 
recognised  by  numerous  organisations  for  many  years,  and  the  introduction 
of  the  act  is  the  reward  of  may  years  of  agitation  on  their  part. 

Scope  of  the  Act  : - 

One  of  the  first  steps  to  be  taken  by  the  Act  was  to  require  that 
everyone  employing  persons  in  premises,  which  came  within  the  scope 
of  the  Act,  should  register,  under  Section  49,  with  the  appropriate 
authority  by  completing  Form  0.S.R.1,  which  was  distributed  free  on 
application  to  Local  Authorities  and  Employment  Exchanges. 

The  period  given  for  registration  was  from  1st  May,  1964  to  the 
31st  July^  1964,  when  section  49  came  into  force.  Employers  who  commenced 
business  after  the  1st  May  were  required  to  register  with  the  appropriate 
authority,  before  employing  any  person  in  that  premises.  Provision  was 
made  for  persons  failing  to  comply  with  Section  49  to  be  prosecuted  and 
liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  £20.  Proceedings  for  an  offence  under 
this  section  may  be  instituted  at  any  time  within  12  months  from  the 
time  the  offence  was  committed.  In  the  initial  period  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Act  the  receipt  of  this  completed  form  was  of  great 
importance  tc  those  person/s  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority,  in  that  it  provided  a general 
statistical  picture  of  premises  within  the  area  of  the  Local  Authority 
and  this  is  invaluable  in  the  organisation  of  inspections  of  premises. 

This  fact  has  been  recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  who  has  given  it 
publicity  in  the  press  and  on  television,  and  has  distributed  posters 
to  Local  Authorities.  In  spite  of  this,  there  are  still  a number  of 
employers  in  the  town  who  have  not  yet  registered 
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The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  are  concerned  with  securing 
proper  working  conditions,  and  with  the  aid  of  regulations  made  by  the 
Minister,  provides  in  some  detail  the  requirements  necessary  for  com- 
pliance in  relation  to  heating,  ventilation,  lighting,  first  aid  materials 
and  supervision*  guarding  of  machinery,  provision  of  sanitary  conven- 
iences and  wash  hand  basins,  type  and  construction  «f  seats  for  sedentary 
workers,  and  repair  and  construction  of  floors  and  stairs. 

The  prevention  #f  accidents,  particularly,  in  offices  and  catering 
establishments  has  been  given  great  consideration  and  procedure  similar 
to  that  of  the  Factories  Act  19&1  has  been  provided,  i.e.  compulsory 
notification  and  investigation  Detailed  regulations  are  continually 
being  made  concerning  the  guarding  of  certain  types  of  machines,  and  those 
in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  young  people  during  operation 
of  machines  and  in  some  cases  the  prohibition  of  young  persons  from 
operating  machines,  should  go  a long  way  to  reducing  the  accident  rate 
in  these  premises. 

Observations  on  the-  practical  application  of  the  iict  : - 

There  has  been  insufficient  time  so  far  for  for  any  comment  of  any 
v lue  to  be  made  on  this  subject.  Interpretation  of  the  provision, 
although  made  easier  by  advisory  circulars}  issued  by  the  Minister,  is 
still  in  certain  circumstances  very  flexible.  This  will  remain  so, 
until  there  is  far  more  Case  Law  to  assist  officials  of  Local  Authorities. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  difficulty  encountered  at  present  is  in  seeking 
out  those  employers  who  have  not  completed  and  returned  the  registration 
form  (O.S.R.I. ).

19.  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Aberystwyth 
indicated  that  as  from  23th  January,  1965,  the  Council's  slaughterhouse 
had  been  approved  as  a deadweight  certification  centre  for  all  classes 
of  fatstock.  This  service  would  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  all 
users  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  to  the  farming  community  in  the  district. 
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Improvements 

During  the  year  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out.  The 
vertical  crosstube  steam  boiler,  originally  installed  in  1955  was 
replaced  by  a gas  fired  pig  scalding  tank,  and  improved  fluorescent 
lighting  was  insJ  lied.  The  boiler  house  was  converted  into  a meal 
room  and  the  existing  meal  room  adapted  for  use  as  a c«ndemned  meat/ 
detention  room. 

A report  was  considered  by  the  Council  in  November  on  taking  over 
the  Slaughterhouse. 

The  number  of  visits  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  during  the 
year  was  8 66. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  above  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1963. 
The  main  provision  provide  that  ALL  home-killed  meat  must  be  inspected 
before  it  leoves  the  slaughterhouse  and  that  meat  inspected  and  passed 
as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked. 

The  Council  make  charges  for  the  inspection  as  follows
